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Number 107 of the Publications of the Astronomical Society of the 
Pacific was completely printed and ready to mail on April 17, 1906, but, 
with the exception of one advance copy sent to the Secretary-Treasurer, 
the entire edition was destroyed in the great San Francisco fire of April 
18-20. This fact and the heavy demands made upon printing offices in 
California since the fire will explain the delay in the appearance of the 
present number which is as nearly as possible a facsimile of the one 
destroyed. Number 108 will also be delayed, but it is hoped that sub- 
sequent issues will appear on time.
